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Mobilization Is Bet 
On U.S. Maturity 


President Kennedy’s plan to mobilize 
reserve and National Guard troops de- 
mands maturity of the American -people. 
The proposed action shows Mr. Kennedy 
considers the people’s judgment to be 
dependable. 

Without mature judgment, the people 
could lapse into what used to be called a 
war psychosis—and in the intense nation- 
alism of the moment, set about curbing 
liberties, obliterating domestic programs 
and writing off peace. 

The President, already locked in com- 
bat with conservative forces over his do- 
mestic legislation in Congress, must rec- 
ognize the possibility that he is handing 
a weapon to his enemies on this front. 

But he is measuring it against the na- 
tion’s security and relying on the people 
to keep their brains on straight in peace- 
time while readying for the chance of 
war. 

Calling a few reservists to the colors 
is not going to bluff Khrushchev unless 
the Army simultaneously launches @ seri- 
ous beef-up of its standing strength. Why 
the Army was coasting in this period at 
less than its authorized manpower escapes 
us. Meaningful mobilization will require 
restoration of meaningful draft quotas and 
regular enlistments in a lasting buildup. 
A reserve call-up is simply an emergency 
step to free standing troops for movement 
and a stopgap won’t stop Khrushchev. 

If the President goes through with the 
reserve mobilization, however, it. will be 
a sign to the Russian that America is dead 
serious about defending Berlin and its 
own security. 

And it will be a presidential vote of 
confidence in the capacity of his own peo- 
ple not to panic into war psychosis, but 
to stand up to the enemy abroad without 
lying down on the job of progress at 
home. 

In a world of growing complexity and 
danger, we can no longer enjoy certainties 
and simple absolutes. We have to com- 
pose ourselves to continue life and face 
death with equal grace. The President be- 
lieves his people can do that. Thus he has 
the confidence to turn to Khrushchev and 
teach it to him also.

Cobb’s Stardom Went 
Beyond Baseball Field 


Tyrus Raymond Cobb, the “Georgia 
Peach,” whose baseball heroics made his 
name synonymous with the game, is dead 
after stamping his name not only in the 
record books of baseball but in the hearts 
of many people. 

During his playing days he was the 
best. He knew baseball and played the 
game to the hilt. A fierce competi- 
tor, he studied, hit, ran the bases with 
slashing fury and wound up his career as 
the top performer in a profession that be- 
fore and since has produced many stars 
but never another Ty Cobb. 

In his latter years he endeared him- 
self to many people through his philan- 
thropies. The competitive spirit _ still 
burned brightly, as was evidenced in his 
occasional commentaries on modern-day 
baseball. But his interest turned increas- 
ingly toward other undertakings. 

Among them was the establishment of 
a hospital in Royston, the setting up of a 
$100,000 endowment fund for care of in- 
digent patients, the creation of the Cobb 
Educational Foundation to enable desery- 
ing students without other financial re- 
sources to.attend college. These were a 
few of the things he did to help his fellow 
Georgians. 

As a baseball genius and as a man who 
did much for others, Ty Cobb will be re- 
membered.

Two Old Friends Die 
And State Is the Loser 


Two old friends died on the same day 
in Covington and the state is the poorer 
with their passing. Channing Cope and 
Leslie Joseph (Dinty) Moore, were neigh- 
bors and friends. Both passed on last Sat- 
urday, Cope with a sudden heart attack, 
Moore after a lingering illness. 

Each had made substantial contribu- 
tions to Georgia agriculture. Channing 
Cope was a former Constitution writer 
and radio commentator.

Mr. Cope had 
been a daily visitor at the Newton County 
Hospital where his friend was ill and had 
made plans to see him on Saturday shortly 
before the fatal heart attack occurred. 
Both were communicants of the Episcopal 
Church of the Good Shepherd and services 
for each were held there Monday.

The important thing, though, is that the 
highways are policed on a holiday weekend to 


the fullest extent possible. The mere sight of a 


patrol car is a powerful deterrent to motorists 
prone to getting out of line. 

Many safety-conscious citizens have raised 
the question as to why the State Patrol can go 
all out on a holiday weekend but cannot on an 
ordinary weekend. The reason it cannot is be 
cause of lack of manpower. By. shifting around, 
working men on overtime, holding the number 
on vacation to a minimum, the State Department 
of Public Safety can put more men on patrol 
duty during a special weekend than it can dur- 
ing average ‘weekends. But the stepped-up pace 
over a period of 102 hours or so cannot be 
maintained day in and day out—not with the 
manpower now available. 

Progress has been made in the last year or so 
in adding to personnel. But Georgia remains 
short of the number of patrolmen it should have 
on the roads. 

The reason: It would cost more money and 
the state is by no means financially flush. So 
the cost is paid in other ways—loss of lives, 
property damage and heartbreak for survivors 
of those killed or maimed.—BILL HARRELL

We are too close to the revolution of the last 20 years to grasp 
cae eg -viyf oBeagage ww igen oe oar rancgareng peed sss rn Sa 
realize that, early in their own lifetimes, only two out 
Negroes could read or write. Now nine out of 10 can. 


Nine out of 10 American Negroes lived in the 


the South in 1910. Only 


half of them live here now. Migration has moved the Negro from the 
Southern cotton cabin into the cities of the North and West. 

The old white Southern complaint that ‘‘the North doesn’t have the 
population problem” no longer holds water. Three-fourths of the 
children in Manhattan’s public elementary schools are Negro or 
Puerto Rican, which makes Atlanta’s ratio minor by contrast. 

While Atlanta’s population is about one-third Negro, Washington's 
is 54 per cent; in Detroit, 29 per cent. 

So the Southern white can no longer claim a peculiar problem in 


his cities. 


The readjustments in schools and housing are pressing 


Northern urban areas just as hard or harder, and if the Southern 
white does not meet the problems as well, he can no longer blame it 
on the Negro population, but must face his own failure. 

* * « 


By the same token the Negro can no longer blame existence of his 
problems altogether on Southern white oppression, but must pro 
gressively shoulder the responsibilities he has pressed so effectively 
to assume. This goes deeper than an isolated riot in Chicago, or 
Lockheed’s inability to find qualified Negro technicians. It is reflected 
in the climb of Negro illegitimate births from 16 per cent in 1940 to 
21 per cent now, and in the jail populations which, in 1955, were 65 
per cent Negro in Chicago, 58 per cent in Detroit, 80 per cent in 
Phialdelphia. The first years of any man’s freedom are stormy. 

The fact that only 14 per cent of the jail population in Los An- 
geles in 1955 was Negro indicates that a city which gives the Negro 
equality in jobs and housing, as Los Angeles does, will find the 
Negro to be as responsible a citizen as the white. This needs prov- 
ing in other major cities by some vineyard-tending in each race. 

It is up to both of the races now to look inward more—and not 
simply to contest their mutual worth, as they have in the past, but 


to prove it.

secretary Rusk is busying him- 
self more with the true core of 
his job, preparing high policy 
recommendations for the Presi- 
dent, than in trying to explain 
the situation to the public. 

And he is spending no time at 
all to show how powerful is 
Dean Rusk and how less than 
powerful are the professorial 
White House foreign policy ad- 
visers. 

It is this correspondent’s firm 
belief, based on some investiga- 
tion, that Rusk will be the secre- 
tary of state in the fullest sense 
—meaning the chief and decisive 
foreign policy lieutenant of the 
President—to precisely the de- 
gree Rusk himself may choose.

3 Rigs to Test Road Asphalt | 


The state Highway depart- 
ment has developed three rigs 
for one-the-spot testing of as- 
phalt used in the $100 million 
road reconstruction program 
that will start in a few weeks. 


The roving laboratories cost 
about $7,000 each. They were 
designed and built by the high- 
way department’s materials 
test laboratory. 


The mobile labs, operated by 


two-man crews, will move from 
project to project for unsched- 
uled spot checks. The tests will 
determine whether asphalt sur- 
facing is being mixed according 
to specifications, is being prop- 
erly compacted and is of prop- 
er thickness. 


These rigs can run eight or 
10 tests a day if the jobs are 
close together, leaving a full 
test report in the hands of each 


project engineer. 


An analysis is run on fresh 
material as it arrives on the 
job. A drilled sample supplies 
the answers about thickness 
and compaction. 

A diamond-toothed drill is 
used to cut a “core’’ sample 
from the road’s surface. The 
drill is held in place by a self- 
generated vacuum and is pow- 
ered by electric current from 
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a gasoline-driven generator on 
the truck. The truck also has 
a self-contained water supply 
for use in the drilling operation. 


The roving units will save the 
trouble of sending samples to 
and from stationary labora- 
tories, making it possible to run 
more tests in the same amount 
of time.

Their major points of disagree- 
ment appeared to be simply a 
matter of which candidate is best 
qualified for the job at stake in 
the Sept. 13 city primary. 


Aldredge got a hand from the 
audience when he pledged ‘‘clos- 
er coordination and cooperation 
between the utilities and local 
government” so that streets would 
not be repaired one week and 
torn up the next. 


Even more applause was accord- 
ed Allen when he said the ‘“‘Num- 
ber One issue is good race rela-

Seams to Me 


Turn That Old Lampshade 
Into Boudoir Decor Asset 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 


Have you an old lampshade 
with ribs supporting the upper 
and lower rims? If so, and you 
feel like trying a rather cute 
idea, make it into a simulated 
pleated lampshade by using 
seam binding, or if you wish to 
spend more money, ribbon in- 
stead. 


“You'll need: for a shade 9 
inches deep, 10 inches diameter 
top, and 12 inches diameter 
base: 30 yards woven edge 
seam binding; 2 yards metallic 
gold rickrack or lampshade 
braid. 


To Make: 1. Remove cover- 
ing on shade so frame is bare. 
Sit in front of table. 


2. Place shade on table hav- 
ing one-third of it off the edge. 
Hold % inch of seam binding 
at front of top rim and drop 
card of binding through shade 
onto your lap. Firmly pull bind- 
ing around lower frame, then 
straight up over the upper 
frame to the starting point. Pull 
taut. 


3. Continue doing this but be 
sure that the edges of the bind- 
ing touch at the lower frame 
and overlap slightly at the up- 
per frame. This is important. 
Otherwise, you will not have a 


pleted effect. 


4. To join seam binding strips 
as you finish each card, pin 
first, and then securely hand 
stitch a seam at the inside of 
the upper frame or the lower 
frame. Then clip away the ex- 
cess binding and continue wind- 
ing with the new piece. 


5. To finish the shade, fold 
under the end of the binding 
and hand tack on inside of 
frame. 


6. To trim outside of upper 
and lower frame, hand tack 
inexpensive metallic rickrack 
or one of the many lovely 
braids available, to the seam 
binding.

Berlin Grows Dark, Tense | | 


“They're here, Peg! They re 
here!’’ my husband = shouted 
from the front door as he came 
home for lunch one day while 
we were living in Wurzburg,

Bernie exclaimed impati- 
ently, waving papers over his 
head. ‘‘Now we can start pack- 
ing.’ 

When we told our five children 
that we were going to move to 
Berlin, our 4-year-old Alan and 
5-vear-old David beamed. They 
were going on a train trip.

“He had to be the greatest. He was the most 
determined man I ever met,” said Nap Rucker after 
hearing that Ty Cobb had died Monday afternoon in 
Emory University Hospital. “Being first was every- 
thing to him from the very start, and that’s why he 
was the first man to enter Baseball’s Hall of Fame.” 


Rucker, who was with Cobb at the start of the game's greatest 
Career, was turning back the pages of time to 1905. ‘“That’s the 
year I first met him there in Augusta,’ said Rucker, who was at

I can still see him 
running. 


“Did I realize at that time that 
he would be a great ballplayer?” 
Rucker repeated an oft-asked question. 
“IT sure did. He would have been 
great in any field with that fierce 
has never been a competitor like him.

“‘As I said he was not a good hitter at the start of the season, 
but he was a good hitter by mid-season and he was a great hitter 
from then on. We used to go to the park early, and Ty would have 
me pitch to him for hours. Then he would have me hit to him in 
the outfield, and he made himself a ballplayer that year. 


“He had a mind as quick as his legs,’’ Rucker continued. 
“There was a player with Columbia—I forget his name—but he is 
supposed to have started the hook slide. Ty couldn't wait until 
Columbia came to Augusta. The man showed him how to hook 
slide. The first time Ty tried it the fellow threw up his hands and 
said there isn't another man alive who can slide like that.” 


And, of course, there never was. Cobb stole 892 bases, in- 
cluding 96 in ene season, which is more than some teams now 
steal in a season. And the agate type in the diamend archives 
supplies proof that there never was a man who could hit like 
Cobb, 


He doubled off Jack Chesbro of the New York Highlanders in 
his first time at bat in Detroit on the afternoon of Aug. 30. 1905. 
He collected 4.199 more hits in 22 seasons with Detroit and two 
with Philadelphia. belting a lusty .323 in his curtain 
when he was 42. He averaged .367 for 24 vears, and there were 89 
other records he wrote in the baseball books. 


From 1907 through 1915, Cobb was the leading hitter in the 
American League. He led the league a dozen years, and soared 
above .400 on three occasions. 


“I was never surprised by anything he did,”’ said Rucker. as 
the fabulous statistics were mentioned. ‘‘He had to do it all. He 
had to be the boss, even in that room we shared.”

Cobb engaged in many battles in his stormy march to su- 
premacyv. Was he hard to get along with in Augusta” 


“Oh, we had a few ruckuses,”’ Rucker said, laughing. ‘He 
was easy to get along with unless you tried to get ahead of him. 
He never backed away from a fight. But he couldn't fight, I never 
heard of him hicking anybody, but he'd try ‘em all. 


“You don't hear too much about the many wonderful things 
he did for people.”’ Rucker added. “‘Mainly because he did not 
want anyone to hear about them 


“IT remember one day in Augusta he saw some ragged kids. 
He took the kids to a haberdashery on Broad Street after the 
game. I went with him. He bought them an entire new outfit. 
He told me that I'd better not tell anyone about it. I didn’t 
but someone found out. 


“The story got out, and he really exploded. George Leidy, who 
had managed Augusta and played in the outfield in 1905, was a 
long-time friend. Ty helped him a lot financially through the years, 
but he never wanted it mentioned. He gave away a lot of money. 
And, of course, he built the hospital in Royston and set up those 
scholarship funds.

“No one ever played the game like him. There never was and 
never will be another one like him. Yes sir, I can still see him 
zig-zagging around the bases on those great legs.”’ 


And Ty Cobb was first, the greatest baseball player of all time. 
He did more things better than anyone has before or since. He 
assaulted success, and the record books are a towering monument 
to the man. He had to be first, as Nap Rucker said, and he was.

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Never, never has anyone 
equalled the base-running sense 
or success of the fiery Cobb. He 


tic ability enabled him to score 
2,244 runs. 


It is by unanimous acclaim that 
he is called the fightingest base- 
ball player of them all. He never 
pretended to be a good. loser—he 
was not—and he had little pa- 
tience with those who were. He 
abhorred defeat, and every man 
in the uniform of the other team 
was his enemy. His acid remarks 
on the bench and in the clubhouse 
brought on many pitched battles 
with teammates and opponents 
alike. 


Those who disliked Cobb per- 
sonally admired him for the 
competitor and fighter that he 
was. His wife once said that 
she could tell if the Tigers won 
or lost by the sound of Cobb’s 
footsteps on the porch. 


Foes often accused the flaming 
Cobb of dirty play when he piled 
into bases with spikes gleaming, 
held high, and frequent fights re- 
sulted. He even fought with en- 
raged fans, but never with um- 
pires. 


In a 1958 interview Cobb in- 
sisted he deliberately tried to 
spike only two players in his 22 
years with Detroit and two with 
Philadelphia. 


One was Harry Bemis, Cleve- 
land catcher, who blocked the 


plate and called him names while | 


doing it—‘‘I might have stood for 
one or the other, but not for 
both’’—and the other was Boston 
pitcher Hub Leonard “for throw- 
ing a lot of beanballs at me.” 


Cobb said he failed in both at- 
tempts to spike his adversaries. 


He always defended his hell- 
for-leather base running by say- 
ing the base paths belonged to 
the runners and it was up to 


the fielders to protect them- 
selves. And he was quick to pro- 
duce his own spike-scarred legs 
for inspection. Being the fighter 
he was, Cobb said it was his 
belief that he had never been in- 
tentionally spiked. 


A sensitive man who felt he had 
been done an injustice by those 
who called him a dirty player— 
“Tt really hurts me when a little 
boy says to me, ‘Oh, you're the 
fellow who spiked all those play- 
ers’.”"—Cobb often cited the cele- 
brated 1912 game at Philadelphia 
when the Tigers and Athletics 
were in a spirited contest for the 
pennant and he was accused of 
spiking J. Franklin (Home Run) 
Baker. 


He produced pictures to prove 
he could not have possibly spiked 
Baker intentionally. This did little 
to cool the hotheads. When the 
two teams met at Philadelphia 
shortly after the incident, Cobb 
received threatening letters with 
some carrying hints of bodily 
harm, even death. He was warned 
that an assassin would be sta- 
tioned in center field with a silen- 
cer-equipped pistol. 


Cobb refused a police escort, 
walked into the park alone and 
left it the same way. His bril- 
liance on the field never wavered. 


Never has baseball known a 
shrewder psychologist than the 
player from the red clay hills 
of Georgia. A trick he played on 
the famous first baseman, Hal 
Chase, remains a classic. 


“It took me over a year of try- 
ing and setting the stage — and 
then it finally paid off,” Cobb 
once wrote. 


Chase, it seems, had a strong 
throwing arm and could rifle the 
ball across the infield like a bul- 
let. Cobb always turned third on 
him, feinted for home and then 
returned. 


He related: ‘‘The whole thing 
got to be automatic. Chase was

Casey Stengel recalled a time 
that Cobb scored from third on an 
infield fly in an exhibition game 
against Brooklyn.

—swoosh, he’s off. Cobb kicked 
the ball and lit out for home.

Baseball patriarch Connie Mack 
and Ban Johnson, for many years 
president of the American League, 
were among many of the game’s 
leading lights who called Cobb the 
greatest player of all time. 


“Tyrus Raymond Cobb ranks 
as the greatest player that base- 
ball has ever known,” wrote 
James A. Isaminger, Philadel- 
phia baseball writer, in 1926. That 
same year Frank G. Menke 
wrote: 


“No man can think of Ty 
Cobb without gasping over his 
bewildering ability as a base- 
ball player. There never wag 
another player like him—none 
that remotely approached. And 
so long as the game endures, 
there may not be another like 
him, because Cobb is superla- 
tive, peerless—and alone.” 


Cobb the athlete was also Cobb 
the businessman. He put part of 
his salary, which ranged from 
$1,800 at the start of-his big 
league career to $60,000, into blue- 
chip stocks and became a million- 
aire. 


He established the Cobb Me- 
morial Hospital in his home town 
of Royston in 1950 in the memory 
of his parents and set up a $100,- 
' 000 endowment fund for the care 
of indigent patients. In 1953 he 
endowed the Cobb Educational 
Foundation to help deserving 
Georgia students obtain college 
educations, and steadfastly — re- 
fused to admit this was anything 
deserving of public admiration or 
acclaim. 


He was critical of modern ball- 
players. 


*‘Most players don’t learn the 
fundamentals,”’ he said. “Most 
of them don’t practice. They 
don’t even train. The sole ob- 
ject, encouraged by the lively 
ball and the shortened fences, 
is to make home runs. But even 
the home run, becoming com- 
monplace, has lost its thrill. 
. « « In other words, science is 
out of the window. Baseball has 
degenerated into a_ slugging 
match.”’ 


Credit was given where he 
thought it was due. “‘Stan Musial, 
Ted Williams and Phil Rizzuto 
belong among the game’s greats,” 
he said.

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F A Finds Little 
In Southern Probe 


Investigates 250 Charges 
Filed by Striking Pilots 


WASHINGTON (#—The Federal Aviation Agency 
said Monday it has investigated some 250 complaints 
against Atlanta-based Southern Airways and found lit- 


tle to support them. 


Administrator Najeeb Halaby 
told a news conference that of 
950 allegations filed by the Air 
Line Pilots Association against 
Southern, more than 200 involved 
alleged violations of flight time 
limits. 

After a thorough investigation, 
Halaby said, the FAA found only 
one such violation, and it was 
minor and unintentional. 


CONDUCTED CHECKS 

Halaby noted that the ALPA 
called a strike against Southern 
June 5, 1960, and that FAA inspec- 
tors had conducted the initial 
flight checks of all replacement 
pilots hired and also conducted 
six-month proficiency checks. 


In the first year of the ALPA 
strike. Southern had no accidents 
and only eight relatively minor 
incidents. 


Halaby said, in identical letters 
to several senators, that Southern 
promptly dropped all pilots found 
to be disqualified on grounds oth- 
er than flight proficiency. 


The airline, he said, has oper- 
ated in conformance with the civil 
air regulations and no action 
against it is required. 

Halaby said the FAA _ oon- 
ducted background studies of 50 
Southern pilots. Three were found 
to have been, at one time or an- 
other, under psychiatric treat- 
ment or to have displayed abnor- 
mal behavior. 

PUT ON SUSPENSION 


The FAA immediately placed 
the pilots under suspensions pend- 
ing reexamination by psychia- 
trists. Halaby said one of these 
pilots has since received a clean 
bill of health. Further examina- 
tions of the two others were con- 
ducted June 27 by psychiatrists 
at Emory University, Atlanta. 


One other pilot, no longer with 
Southern, had a record of behavior 
abnormalities that at one time 
required hospitalization. His cer- 
tificate has been suspended pend- 
ing a reexamination. 


Another pilot no longer em- 
ployed by Southern had only a 
private pilot’s certificate. Halaby 
said the private pilot’s certificate 
has been revoked and the matter

Halaby said another Southern 
pilot lacked the moral character 
required of an airline pilot, since 


he had spent two terms in prison 


and had a record of several biga- 
mous marriages.

However, 
Sherman’s March is evidenced by the 
cannons, trenches and markers scattered 
for 800 feet up the mountain. 


41m. CARTERSVILLE is the center of 


Georgia’s mineral belt. On the right of 
U.S. 41 is LAKE ALLATOONA, formed be- 
hind gigantic Allatoona Dam. Two state 
parks and private developments have 
made the reservoir one of the best water- 
sport resorts in Georgia. West from Car- 
tersville, on State Route 61 are the 
ETOWAH INDIAN MOUNDS; one of them, 
65 feet high, is among the largest earthen 
mounds left anywhere in the country. 
Continue on U.S. Highway 41, which 
closely follows the course taken by Sher- 
man on his march to Atlanta in 1864. 


68m. CALHOUN. Once this town on the 


OOSTANAULA RIVER was the very heart- 
land of the Cherokee Nation. Facing the 
Memorial Arch at the city limits is a 
bronze statue of Sequoyah, the Indian 
scholar who invented the Cherokee alpha- 
bet. Drive three miles northeast on U.S. 
41 to the site of NEW ECHOTA, last capital 
of the Cherokees, who patterned their 
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Relax in the lovely Georgia countryside.

72m. RESACA CEMETERY is located to the 
right of Route 41. Ageless magnolia and 
oak trees shelter the graves: of 500 Con- 
federate soldiers. 


89m. DALTON, a major textile center and a 
gateway to the western section of CHATTA- 
HOOCHEE NATIONAL FOREST. The Huff 
House, 71 Selvidge Street, served as head- 
quarters of Confederate General Joseph 
E. Johnston during the winter of 1864. 
It was from here the invading Sherman 
started his campaign to Atlanta. 


107m. RINGGOLD. Turn left on Georgia 
Route 2, 


117m. CHICKAMAUGA AND CHATTA- 
NOOGA NATIONAL MILITARY PARK, 
commemorating the tremendous battle 
fought near the banks of CHICKAMAUGA 
CREEK on September 19-20, 1863. It re- 
sulted in the Confederacy’s greatest vic- 
tory in the West, but was won dearly, 
with 18,000 casualties, and ultimately the 
Confederates were driven from the Chat- 
tanooga area. Roads through the Park 
are lined with almost 1,900 markers and 
memorials, which tell the story of valor, 
tragedy and violence. The woods and 
fields are maintained approximately as 
they were at the time of the battle. Be

sure to visit the visitor center and museum 
at the north entrance to take advantage 
of the excellent Park Service displays. 
Ask the historian on duty, if you have any 
questions. And if time permits, visit the 
other areas of Chickamauga and Chat- 
tanooga National Military Park—Point 
Park on Lookout Mountain, Missionary 
Ridge, Signal Point, and Orchard Knob. 
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On your return south, leave the park 
on Reed's Bridge Road, State Route 2, to 
Ringgold, then turn right on U.S. High- 
way 41. 


145m. DALTON. Bear left on U.S. 76. 


156m. SPRING PLACE. The restored house 
of Chief Joseph Vann once was the finest 
mansion in all the Cherokee nation. He 
owned thousands of acres of land and 300 
slaves. The home has handsome mantels, 
a fascinating “‘floating”’ 
secret compartments.

159m. CHATSWORTH, in the heart of the 


hills, with many scenic mountain over- 
looks within a few miles. Lake Conasauga, 
13 miles northeast, is the highest body of 
water in Georgia. | 

Turn south on U.S. 411 through wood 
lands of hemlock and pine. 


205m. CARTERSVILLE. Continue south on 


U.S. 41, dropping down from the 
mountains. 


248m. ATLANTA, returning to the cosmo.
